A NEW SCHEME FOR 
MEASURING RURAL ROUTES 
The postoffice departm ent has ad­ 
opted a new' method for measuring 
the routes on w'hich free deliv ery is 
to be established. Up to the present 
the oid system, inv olv ing the carry 
ing of a fifth wheel—-a bicycle wheel 
— to w hich was attached a cyclome­ 
ter, is being discarded. 
This fifth 
.wheel was attached to the back of a 
w’agon and ev ery tenth of a 
mile 
would be recorded by the cyclometer. 
Thus the rural agent or 
inspector, 
w ithout doing any figuring couid tell 
at a glance the distance of the route. 
B ut the fifth wheel, the departm ent 
has decided is too cumbersome, and 
must giv e way to a new' system which 
while just as simple, requires the 
rural agent to do a little figuring to 
get the distance. One wheei of the 
rural agent’s wheel is m easured and 
to the hub is attached an instrum ent 
which num bers the rev olutions of the 
wheel, and when the rural route has 
been trav ersed the rev olutions are 
multiplied by the distance cov ered 
by the circumference of the wheel, 
and thus the length of the route is 
established.
